2. With regard to Applicant's arguments that Quantrano fails to disclose several 
aspects of claims 19 and 27, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Quantrano shows the 
allegedly missing components in at /easf the following locations: scalable system (entire 
system), a web zone (Fig 8, 25), meeting zone (Fig 8), meeting manager (Col 18, Lines 
7-15), plurality of collaboration servers (Fig 8, 30), and plurality of application servers 
(Fig 8, 50). Therefore, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive and the final rejection 
is maintained. 

3. Furthermore, even if Applicant's arguments were persuasive, which they are not, 
Applicant has failed to overcome the provisional obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection presented in the Office action of 1 1/16/2004.
